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Faith in Christ's Ability to 
Heal the Sick and Raise the Dead .

I want you to look at the centurion 
in Luke 7:2-10. “When Jesus heard 
these things, he marveled at him, 
and turned him about, and said unto 
the people that followed him, I say 
unto you, I have not found so great 
faith, no, not in Israel,” verses 9, 10. 

Judea was under Roman rule. There 
was no sympathy between the Jew 
and the Roman, but there was a cen- 
turion of the Roman army who 
showed a most remarkable disposition 
of mind toward Jesus. Roman as he 
was, he had embarked from the land 
of paganism in search of the shores 
of truth, where he might have the 
solution of those questions that gave 
his mind and heart unrest. So far 
had the centurion found the truth 
that he had become a believer in the 
God of the Jews; but here he was not 
disposed to rest. Perhaps it was be- 
cause of his new faith that he built 
a synagogue for the people of Caper- 
naum. Still hungry and inquiring aft- 
er truth, Jesus becomes a subject of 
his thoughts. 

He has heard much of Jesus’ doings, 
for many of His works were wrought 
in Capernaum and its neighborhood. 
He came to the conclusion, doubtless- 
ly, that Jesus was possessed of such 
power as man never had, and that 
He must be more than a man. So high 
did his conception of Him rise that 
he addressed Him as “Lord.” This man 
had a sick servant whom the doctors 
could not help. From the conception 
he had of Jesus’ power to heal, he 
believed He could heal his servant, 
and to this end he addressed Christ. 
Our narrative presents us with a 
great believer in Jesus. He had faith 
in the ability of Christ to heal. You 
must have faith, too, if you get any- 
thing when you ask Him. He believed 
that all Jesus had to do was to say 
the word, “and my servant shall be 
healed.” He considered Christ as pos- 
sessing authority over disease (do you 
believe, my brother?), and that His 
word was so powerful that if He would 
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but order disease to leave his servant, 
it would do it. 

He said, “I also am a man set under 
authority, having under me soldiers, 
and I say unto one, Go, and he goeth; 
and to another, Come, and he com- 
eth; and to my servant, Do this, and 
he doeth it.” He believed that Jesus 
had authority over disease to say, 
“Go,” and it would have to go, and 
Jgesus did just that. 


Jesus gave us power over devils and 
all kind of sickness, through and by 
the authority of Jesus’ name. In Acts 
3:6, 7, Peter and John said, “In the 
name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise 
up and walk,” and the man was 
healed. What faith he had in the 
word of Jesus! That word is as 
powerful today if we will believe His 
Word. His faith was manifested by 
his large-heartedness. It was not a 
wife that was sick, or a child, for 
whose recovery he would go any 
length; it was not on his own account 
that he came to Jesus for healing, 
but for his servant. How kind and 
considerate he was of one far below 
him in station. The faithfulness of 
this servant had doubtlessly endeared 
him very much to his master. Large- 
heartedness shows itself in tenderest 
sympathy. Faith in Jesus Christ 
makes men so large-hearted that 
they are kind to their servants. The 
sad condition of his servant greatly 
touched his heart. His servant was 
sick and ready to die, but he believed 
Jesus could heal him. The more help- 
less you are, the better you are fitted 
to pray, and the more answers to 
prayer you will experience. True 
prayer is a fruit of helplessness and 
faith. Brother, if you will realize your 
helplessness in a humble spirit, it is 
the very essence of prayer and faith. 


I want you to see the centurion as 
he came to Jesus. His faith was as- 
sociated with a consciousness of great 
unworthiness. He did not say, “My 
position is such as to demand His 
attention”; he did not consider him- 
self worthy of any attention from 
Christ. He sent those whom he 
thought might have influence and 


sought Him to come and heal his 
servant. 

Faith in Christ, to be effective, 
must be exercised in true humility of 
spirit. Who of us is worthy that 
Christ should come under our roof? 
Who of us is worthy to come to Jesus? 
If worthiness in us were necessary to 
His coming under our roofs, our 
homes would never see Him. 

The centurion’s faith filled Christ 
with wonder. “When Jesus heard 
these things, he marveled at him, and 
turned him about, and said unto the 
people that followed him, I say unto 
you, I have not found so great a 
faith, no, not in Israel.” The Divine 
Healer did not expect to find such 
faith in a Gentile, in a Roman sol- 
dier. The centurion’s servant was near 
to death; but if he had any misgiving 
as to Christ’s ability to heal him, it 
quickly vanished. “Impossible” was 
not in his vocabulary regarding 
Christ’s power to heal. He expected a 
cure at once. Here is the secret of 
this man’s faith. He expected it to 
be now, present tense. That is the 
only way we will get anything from 
the Lord—believe we get it when we 
ask. How businesslike he is! 

We see the man’s faith. We admire 
him. He thus filled Jesus with won- 
der. The praises of heaven are for 
the people of faith in Christ. The 
wonders of nature, the change in na- 
ture may scarcely attract the atten- 
tion of angels, but the faith of this 
man made God wonder. His faith 
secured the desired response. Jesus 
not only wondered at his faith, but 
honored it. His faith received all it 
asked for. The Christ of the cen- 
turion’s faith was not only able to 
heal sickness, but to raise the dead. 
See that funeral procession. Look at 
that weeping widow. Jesus comes 
along. He sees the weeper, and the 
reason for her tears. Her only son is 
dead. The procession halts. The at- 
tendants wonder. Christ touches the 
bier. The young man lives. Compas- 
sionate Jesus! How we should love 
and have faith in Thee!

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NEW NAB CODE BARS ATTACKS ON RELIGION 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J—(RNS)—The National Associa- 
tion of Broadcasters, which includes the nation’s four net- 
works and most of the country’s independent radio sta- 
tions, declared in a proposed new code of standards for the 
radio industry, that radio “should not be used to convey 
attacks upon religion.” 

The code, announced at the Association convention here, 
banned attacks on religion because “the Bill of Rights 
guarantees freedom of worship without fear of intimidation 
or reprisal.” 

“Religious programs,” the code also stated, “should be 
presented by recognized and responsible groups and organi- 
zations. 

“Religious broadcasts should place major emphasis on 
broad religious truths. They should not be used for the 
presentation of controversial questions or for the expres- 
sion of partisan opinions or discussions. Appropriate time, 
other than that designated for religious programs, should 
be supplied for such use.” 

The new code would also prohibit appeals for funds on 
religious broadcasts. “No offer, other than free copies of 
the message presented, should be permitted,” it said.

“EDITORIALIZING” IS NEW RADIO ISSUE 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—(RNS)—When the Federal Com- 
munications Commission begins its hearings here next 
January 12, with respect to “editorializing” by radio station 
announcers, official religious interest will be more than 
casual. 

Dozens of church-affiliated groups now own and operate 
radio stations, while literally hundreds of churchmen take 
part in regular radio programs or participate actively in 
radio work in one way or another. 

Any discussion of “editorializing” necessarily will include 
a discussion of religion, for hundreds of ministers editorial- 
ize on radio stations every day. There have been scattered 
criticisms that atheists and nonreligious listeners do not get 
a comparable percentage of time from radio stations. 

The FCC announcement of its forthcoming hearings said 
that they will: 

1. Determine whether the expression of editorial opin- 
ions by broadcast station licensees on matters of public in- 
‘terest and controversy is consistent with their obligation 
to operate their stations in the public interest; 

2. Determine the relationship between any such editor- 
ial expression and the affirmative obligation of the licenses 
to insure that a fair and equal presentation of all sides of 
controversial issues is made over their facilities. 
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In 1941, the FCC ruled that “the broadcaster cannot be’ 
an advocate.” This specific ruling was connected with a ra- 
dio station that wanted to be a political advocate fora 
particular party, but in its present form, the ruling also 
seems to inipinge on the expression of religious opinions. 





DIVORCE IS A DISEASE 

According to the Washington Post, September 7, 1947, 
some 620,000 decrees of divorce were handed down by 
judges in the United States last year. Indications point to 
even more decrees during 1947. The nation’s divorce rate, 
rising steadily since the ’90’s, has doubled since the be- 
ginning of the last war to reach the highest point in our 
history. The ratio of divorces to marriages has reached 
an estimated figure of one divorce out of fewer than every 
three marriages,:and seems headed for one out of every 
two in the foreseeable future. ; 

The increase in divorce is world-wide. Canada, our 
closest neighbor, reports the greatest trek to divorce courts 
the nation has ever witnessed. England and Wales, after 
doubling their divorce rate in 1945, expect new records 
in 1947. France had over 19,000 suits filed in 1945, an in- 
crease of 10,000 over 1938. Part of the disruption of shat- 
tered Germany has been the cleavage between husband 
and wife. Of all the great nations of the world, Russia 
alone, by dint of recently tightened divorce statutes, has 
seen a distinct drop in the number of broken marriages. 

Ministers and parents can assist in curbing the disease 
of divorce, by emphasizing the religious ideal of marriage. 
The ministers should not restrict their instructions only 
to the wedding ceremonies, but, frequently, bring messages 
concerning marriage and the responsibilities of the home 
as a part of his adult religious education. The matter is 
indeed appalling. Something must be done about it.

Acts 26:9, “I verily thought with 
myself, that I ought to do many 
things contrary to the name of Jesus 
of Nazareth.” 

Saul was in deadly earnest when 
he went about doing “many things 
contrary to the name of Jesus of 
Nazareth.” He went “yet breathing 
out threatenings and_ slaughter,” 
“persecuting even unto the death,” 
“being exceedingly mad.” 

It was his earnestness and honest 
zeal which made him so terrible. 

“At midday” (not a dream), “in the 
way,” “a light from heaven above 
the brightness of the sun” unmis- 
takably from heaven (no earthly 
light could so shine), “round about 
me” (not just shining). That light was 
meant for Saul himself, and he real- 
ized it. Heaven had business with 
Saul that day. Down went Saul be- 
fore heaven’s glory. He believed in 
heaven and in God, but there he had 
to learn a further lesson. He had 
been, as he verily thought, zealously 
serving God. Then a voice from heav- 
en, the voice of his God, from His 
own heaven, accused him of “perse- 
cuting me.” What did it mean? How 
could it be? “Who art thou?” Imagine 
Saul, the fanatic, the zealot, the fiery 
persecutor,, hearing a voice from 
heaven, saying, “I am Jesus.” So Saul 
heard the voice of Jesus, whom he 
had hated and sorely persecuted, tell- 
ing him what he was to do and to be. 

I can imagine Saul’s repentant 
soul crying out, “What have I done?” 
“O Lord, forgive,” as stunned and blind, 
he was led to Damascus and left to 
face his mistaken beliefs and his new, 
stupendous commission. 

O zealous Saul, go be a minister 
arid a witness. Tell them where you 
were wrong. Tell them that Jesus is 
the Son of God. As you have known 
darkness and have seen light, so go 
and tell others, even the Gentiles, 
they can pass from darkness to light, 
light above the brightness of the sun. 
Can it shine through you, Saul? Can 
you tell it? 

“Lord, what have I done?” How can 
you use me? “O Lord, what wilt thou 
have me do?” So Saul, now Paul, 
went out to learn and to tell and to 
convince men of light—light above 
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the brightness of the midday sun. 
“I was not disobedient unto the heav- 
enly vision.” Paul never forgot or 
failed. Mighty had been his convic- 
tion, mighty his conversion, wonder- 
ful his Redeemer; so dead to his past 
life, strong in his Christ, light un- 
earthly, celestial, untellable, Paul’s 
vision never faded. He had seen the 
Lord of glory. He knew, and all of his 
life, all of his powers, all that God 
could give him, was scarce enough to 
suffice to tell the story. 

And, today, we children of God have 
this wonderful, believable story of 
the light that “shined round about 
me”; the story also of Peter and his 
witness of “joy unspeakable and full 
of glory”; John’s unforgettable, “And 
we beheld his glory, the glory as of 
the only begotten of the Father”; 
the story, also, of His ascension, with 
the heavenly promise of His return; 
the “sound of a mighty rushing wind, 
and tongues of flame,” not forgetting 
God’s spoken testimony, “This is my 
beloved Son”; the words of the angel 
at the tomb, “He is risen”; the awful, 
unmistakable witness of nature at His 
suffering and death; the song of 
angels at His birth, and the words of 
the angel Gabriel at the annun- 
ciation. 

Further, and not less wonderful and 
revealing to us, we have innumerable 
memories and witnesses of His power 
and presence with us, salvation, heal- 
ings, messages, blessings, fillings, 
times of the fulness of glory and joy 
unspeakable, given to us as witnesses 
from Him. If Saul, then, in zeal for 
the Lord of hosts, “verily thought,” 
how much more should we, “com- 
passed about with this great cloud of 
witnesses,” feel within us a compel- 
ling urge, a mighty zeal, to go in 
answer to the sound of His voice, the 
glory of His presence, the fulness of 
His Spirit, and tell the story of His 
great love and sacrifice! Is there any- 
thing less to bring than our ALL? 

“T verily thought,’ said Saul. So 
we are called to be, to do, to say, to 
go; not a part, but all. “You are not 
your own; you are bought with a 
price.” Therefore, let us bring to Him 
all of His, all that we have and are, 
asking Him to pervade and to pre- 





vail, to purge, to empower every part 
of our being, that not one or part of 
one faculty or power be left unsur- 
rendered or unused in His service; 
body, ‘soul, spirit, all His, to do His 
will and bidding. This is “our reason- 
able service,” and Psa. 138:8a says, 
“The Lord will perfect that which 
concerneth me.” This will mean trial 
and testing, battle and victory, cross- 
bearing, crucifixion, and resurrection; 
it will mean strong climbing to higher 
ground, but Rev. 3:12 says, “Him that 
overcometh will I make a pillar in 
the temple of my God, and he 
shall go no more out.” It will mean, 
too, that “ye are dead, and your life 
is hid with Christ in God. When 
Christ, who is our life, shall appear, 
then shall ye also appear with him 
in glory,” Col. 3:3, 4. 

You can scarcely be a Paul, but 
truly you can be, and may be, all that 
God can make of your surrendered 
and empowered life. This is a mighty 
challenge to the children of God, but 
“how can I make a lesser sacrifice, 
when Christ has given all?” Be not 
disobedient unto the heavenly vision.

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Answered or Unanswered ? 


Matthew 11:2-6, “Now when John 
had heard in the prison the works of 
Christ, he sent two of his disciples, 
and said unto him, Art thou he that 
should come, or do we look for an- 
other? Jesus answered and said unto 
them, Go and shew John again those 
things which ye do hear and see: 
the blind receive their sight, and the 
lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, 
and the deaf hear, the dead are 
raised up, and the poor have the gos- 
pel preached unto them. And blessed 
is he, whosoever shall not be offended 
in me.” 

Brother Preacher, do you think you 
could take on a little man-food? Yes? 
Well, dish yourself a full-grown help- 
ing of what the Lord is doing in the 
above scripture lesson. That’s right, 
now take a good bite of it and chew 
it for a while; then, if you are man 
enough, swallow it. No, I don’t think 
it will choke you, it’s good for you— 
has vitamins in it. 

What is so striking about this pas- 
sage? Why, actually—nothing. Merely 
a simple messenger of salvation prov- 
ing that He is not a fake in the sim- 
plest possible manner. Just an ordi- 
nary questioning or examination like 
you and I go through every day—ex- 
cept Jesus passed His. 

DO WE LOOK FOR ANOTHER? 

That was the main point of ex- 
amination. If this was the man for 
whom they were looking, then they 
need not look further. They had heard 
of the great works, but was this the 
Man who could do these works? If 
so, their search was ended. 

The answer that Jesus gave was 
not a string of overused and worn- 
out phrases that had put Him over 
in His last revival. It was not copied 
from some favorite, highly intellec- 
tual Pharisee preacher of His 
acquaintance. It was no attempt at 
deception. It was not a boastful dis- 
play of His work. Jesus did not send 
a statement signed with any profes- 
sional flourish. He didn’t call up the 
local club or society presidents to 
prove that He was a man of respect 
in the town. He did not rest upon His 
acquaintance nor His kinship to any 
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official, office-holder, nor dignitary 
of any sort. What did He do? He 
merely stepped back and marched 
forward the man who had been blind, 
the man who had been lame, the 
wretched leper of a few weeks before, 
and all the rest who had been sick, 
afflicted, and devil-possessed, and 
presented them every one made com- 
pletely whole to the inquirer. 

I am glad that when Jesus designed 
the plans for this gospel-carrying 
business, He specified in the blue- 
print men who could stand on their 
own merits. Brother R. P. Johnson 
told the story of his applying for a 
job as sawyer at a sawmill. When 
asked for some recommedation, he 
was able to say, “If you will let me 
have that lever in my hand, I will 
saw myself a recommendation.” 

God is looking for men who can 
do the job rather than those who can 
explain why they can’t do it. If I 
were drowning in a lake, there 
wouldn’t be much consolation in 
some apologetic soul standing on the 
shore wringing his hands and ex- 
plaining that he would help me if 
he could, but he can’t swim. His ex- 
cuse would be good, but it wouldn’t 


‘pull me out of the water. 


While the modern pulpit is filled 
with able orators, I am reminded of 
a statement Brother A. V. Howell 
made in a message on “An Anointed 
Ministry.” Brother Howell _ said, 
“There is a surplus of preachers who 
can enlighten the intellect, but a lack 
of ministers with a Spirit-filled mes- 
sage that will crush stony hearts and 
bring salvation to sinners.” 

The church is filled with ministers 
who have good personalities, who are 
good money-getters, excellent ar- 
rangement-makers, and _ pullers of 
wires in general, but the old- 
fashioned prophet of God is far out- 
numbered and outclassed in this 
progressing world. 

Preachers have joined clubs, soci- 
eties, and associations of all sorts in 
an attempt to establish themselves 
in their community. They have 
skinned, scraped, bragged, browbeat, 
plead, persuaded, and turned somer- 
saults trying to get a Spiritless mes- 


Sage across to the congregation. 
Brother Lewis Willis says, “A man 
may have education, culture, refine- 
ment, and all the polish of a perfect 
gentleman, but when it comes to get- 
ting people saved he has to have pure 
God in him.” 


The hammer and saw do not make 
a carpenter of the man who holds 
them in his hand. For the past few 
minutes I have been looking out my 
window from where I sit writing. Two 
men are building a set of doorsteps 
to the house next door. I see a good 
deal of lumber and tools scattered 
about on the porch and lawn; this 
is the second day they have been on 
the job. Are they doing good work? 
Well, I suppose they are doing the 
best they can, but judging from the 
doorsteps they have built, I would 
say that neither of them is a carpen- 
ter. Qne step is wider and out of 
proportion with the others, and it 
seems that the whole piece of work 
goes from the porch to the ground 
in a sort of cork-screw fashion, when 
it was intended to be level. 


Likewise, the solemn face, the in- 
verted collar, or the otherwise sanc- 
timonious appearance do not an- 
swer for God’s ministry; these things 
do not make up the answers to the 
questions of a seeking world. When 
the investigation committee comes 
your way, don’t fan that little certifi- 
cate around and boast that you are 
a licensed preacher; don’t do a half- 
dozen handsprings and then go climb 
something to prove that you can 
preach. That sob-infested testimony 
that says, “Oh, I do want to do more 
for the Lord,” is worn threadbare. 
If I want to do more for God, what 
is there in this world, or any other 
world, to keep me from doing more 
for Him? 


We are living in a devil-operated 
hell on earth. In the midst of it there 
are people yet asking, “What must I 
do to be saved?” and the cry comes 
from God’s church for full-grown, 
man-sized preachers of the old- 
fashioned gospel of Jesus Christ, who 
can stand on their own feet and 
fight a battle to the victory. 
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“And Samson said concerning them, 
Now shall I be more blameless than 
the Philistines, though I do them a 
displeasure. And Samson went and 
caught three hundred foxes, and took 
firebrands, and turned tail to tail, 
and put a firebrand in the midst be- 
tween two tails. And when he had 
set the brands on fire, he let them 
go into the standing corn of the 
Philistines, and burnt up both the 
shocks, and also the standing corn, 
with the vineyards and _ olives,” 
Judges 15:3-5. 

Israel was the chosen nation of 
God. Deut. 7:6, “For thou art an holy 
people unto the Lord thy God: the 
Lord thy God hath chosen thee to 
be a special people unto himself, 
above all people that are upon the 
face of the earth.” They were not 
chosen because they were greater in 
number than any other nation, but 
because the Lord loved them and in- 
tended to keep the oath He had 
sworn to their fathers. God had mar- 
velously delivered the Israelites from 
Egyptian bondage. He had performed 
many miracles for their safety and 
comfort. When the Egyptians pursued 
them, God had caused Israel to walk 
across the Red Sea on dry land and 
then had drowned the Egyptians in 
the Red Sea. When the children of 
Israel had wandered in the wilder- 
ness for forty years, God had supplied 
their needs. Their clothes did not 
wear out. Manna fell from heaven six 
days a week to feed them. When they 
wanted meat, God sent them quail. 
When they needed water, God gave 
them water. They had the visible 
presence of a pillar of cloud by day 
and a pillar of fire by night to guide 
them. God’s blessings were promised 
to them on the condition of their 
obedience. Every time the children of 
Israel sinned, God sent judgment up- 
on them. Many times He used an 
enemy nation to chastise them. In 
spite of all the blessings of God upon 
this nation, they were a disobedient 
people. Time and again they grum- 
bled, murmured, and complained. 

At the time of our scripture text, 
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the children of Israel had done evil 
again in the sight of the Lord and 
He had delivered them into the hand 
of the Philistines. This was a long, 
hard oppression lasting forty years. 
During this oppression by the Philis- 
tines, Samson’s birth was foretold. 
The angel of the Lord appeared to 
Samson’s mother and made known to 
her that she would bear a son who 
would be israel’s deliverer. The wom- 
an was commanded to deny herself 
of drinking any wine or strong drink, 
and of eating anything unclean for 
the child’s sake. Samson was to be 
a Nazarite unto God from his moth- 
er’s womb unto his death. A Nazarite 
was a person set apart from others 
for the service of God. 

At the proper time, Samson was 
born and the Scripture tells us the 
child grew and the Lord blessed him. 
Then when Samson was a little older, 
the Spirit of the Lord began to move 
him at different times in the camp 
of Dan. Matthew Henry says that 
Samson appeared among the camp 
of Dan and signalized himself by 
some very brave actions, excelling 
them all in manly exercises and trials 
of strength, and probably showed 
himself more than ordinarily zeelous 
against the enemies of his country. 
He probably showed greater strength 
than an ordinary child. 


Later, Samson went down to Tim- 
nath and saw a woman of the Philis- 
tines whom he desired for a wife. 
This was a strange thing indeed! He 
was a Nazarite, devoted to a work 
for God, yet seeking a wife from a 
heathen nation. He and his people 
were enemies to the Philistines, yet 
Samson joined affinity with them by 
marrying one of their women. His 
mother and father asked him, “Is 
there not a woman among the daugh- 
ters of thy brethren that thou goest 
to take a wife of the uncircumcised 
Philistines?” But they knew not that 
this thing was from the Lord. Just 
like Moses was brought up in the 
Egyptian court to become a leader 
of the children of Israel, so Samson 
married an enemy woman to become 


a deliverer of his people. This brought 
him into converse and acquaintance 
with them so he might better oppose 
them. 

Seeing that Samson was deter- 
mined, his father and mother went 
down to Timnath with him. On the 
way, a young lion roared against 
Samson, but the Spirit of the Lord 
came mightily upon him and he rent 
the lion as he would’ have rent a 
kid, but he had nothing in his hand. 
The only way we can have power with 
God is by emptying self. The reason 
so many Christians have failed today 
is because they have tried to fight 
the devil with the weapons of this 
earth. These weapons are their own 
resources—will power, moral stamina, 
good works, etc. There is no power 
to overcome evil but the power de- 
rived from God. When the Spirit of 
God comes to our rescue, we can do 
things that are humanly impossible. 
Here God was encouraging Samson, 
letting him know he need never be 
afraid of the greatest difficulties. 
Samson kept this incident from his 
parents. He went on and talked with 
the woman of Timnath and _ she 
pleased him well. 

After a time, Samson returned to 
Timnath to take the woman for his 
wife. He turned aside to see what had 
become of the carcase of the lion. 
Behold, there was a swarm of bees 
and honey in the carcase of the lion! 
He took some honey in his hands to 
eat it and gave some to his parents, 
but he told them not where he got 
the honey. 

During Samson’s wedding feast, he 
was given thirty young men for com- 
pany. Samson said to the young men, 
“T will now put forth a riddle to you. 
If you can answer the riddle in seven 
days, I will give you thirty sheets and 
thirty changes of raiment. If you do 
not answer the riddle in seven days, 
then you shall give me thirty sheets 
and thirty changes of raiment.” They 
agreed to this proposition, so Samson 
told the riddle; namely, “Out of the 
eater came forth meat and out of 
the strong came forth sweetness.” On 
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the seventh day the young men had 
not answered the riddle. They went 
to Samson’s wife and told her if she 
did not entice her husband to declare 
the riddle, they would burn her and 
her father’s house with fire. So by 
her unreasonable importunity, she ob- 
tained the key to the riddle from 
Samson. She told the men the an- 
swer, and Samson had to pay for the 
explanation. The Spirit of the Lord 
came upon Samson and he went to 
Ashkelon, where he slew thirty men, 
took the spoil, and paid the men for 
expounding the riddle. 

Samson’s anger was greatly kindled 
against his wife because she had done 
this thing, and he went up to his 
father’s house. Instead of begging 
Samson’s pardon for the wrong she 
had done, his wife was given to his 
companion. How little confidence can 
be put in man! 

After a while, in the time of har- 
vest, Samson visited his wife, only to 
find out she had been given to an- 
other. Samson said to her father, “I 
shall be quits with the Philistines this 
time. I shall do them a mischief,” 
Judges 15:3, Moffatt’s Translation. 
He had tried to be reconciled to his 
wife, but she had made it impossible; 
now they could not blame him if he 
showed. just resentment. So Samson 
caught three hundred foxes, turned 
them tail to tail, put a firebrand be- 
tween each two tails, and turned 
them loose in the enemy’s fields. The 
foxes became terrified by the fire- 
brand and ran into the corn for shel- 
ter. It was the time of harvest, so the 
leaves were dry and burned easily. 
They ran in every direction, so the 
whole country was set on fire. The 
standing corn, the shocks, the olives, 
and the vineyards were destroyed. 
This was a terrible loss for the enemy. 
They burned Samson’s wife and her 
father with fire, because of this loss. 
Then Samson smote the Philistines 
with a great slaughter. God was 
working out a deliverance for Israel 
from this enemy nation. 

As we study Israel’s history, we 
find that, again and again, the people 
sinned against God. Many prophets 
were sent among them to denounce 
their sins and to show them a way 
back to God. Malachi was the last 
Old Testament prophet. After he had 
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thundered out a denunciation against 
the children of Israel for their sins, 
he announced the coming of the 
Messiah. After Malachi there was a 
period of silence for about four hun- 
dred years. These were dark days, in- 
deed, for Israel. They were in bond- 
age to a heathen nation; they had 
no prophet to instruct them. Their 
only hope was the promise of God 
in the law and the prophets of a 
Redeemer who would deliver them. 
The enemy was trying to keep the 
fire put out. 

But one day John the Baptist ap- 
peared in the wilderness preaching 
the baptism of repentance for the 
remission of sins. The fire began to 
burn anew. John was preparing the 
people to receive Christ when He 
came. John said, in Luke 3:4-6, “. . . 
Prepare ye the way of the Lord, make 
his paths straight. Every valley shall 
be filled, and every mountain and hill 
shall be brought low; and _ the 
crooked shall be made straight, and 
the rough ways shall be made smooth; 
and all flesh shall see the salvation 
of God.” Many people came out to 
hear John. Some repented and be- 
lieved his message, but Herod became 
mad because John had reproved him 
for his adulterous living, so he shut 
John up in prison. The devil is never 
satisfied when people are drawn to 
God. He will try to put the fire out, 
but God’s work must never cease. 
God’s ministers may be bound at 
times, but, thank God, God’s Word 
is never bound! 

After John was put in prison, Jesus 
came into Galilee preaching the gos- 
pel of the kingdom of God. The gos- 
pel fire flamed under Jesus’ preach- 
ing. Multitudes of people were saved, 
the sick were healed, dead people 
were raised to life again, cities and 
countries were stirred. They said, 
“Never man spake like this man!” 
and, “This man speaks as one having 
authority, and not like the scribes 
and Pharisees!” Those who were 
healed and blessed began to publish 
the news. It seemed the gospel fire 
was really ablaze. Then Jesus ap- 
pointed twelve disciples to follow 
Him. He taught them many things 
concerning Himself. He told them of 
future events—how He would be cru- 
cified at the hands of sinful. men, 





be buried in the tomb, and then rise 
again. He wanted them to be pre- 
pared for these events when they 
took place. 

Jesus had been preaching only 
about three years when He was cru- 
cified. He was buried in Joseph’s 
tomb. The devil, perhaps, thought he 
had put out the last sparks of the 
gospel fire this time. The disciples 
were sad because their Master was 
dead, and they assembled behind 
closed doors for fear of the people. 
On the first day of the week, the 
women went early to the tomb and, 
lo, He was not there! The angels said, 
“Why seek ye the living among the 
dead? He is not here, but is risen.” 
The fire began to flame; new hope 
was given the disciples. Their Leader 
had conquered death! 

Christ appeared among the believ- 
ers many times before He ascended 
back to heaven, and taught them 
things pertaining to the kingdom of 
God. He led the disciples out as far as 
Bethany and, while He was blessing 
them, a cloud received Him out of 
their sight. The disciples stood gazing 
after Him. What a wonderful Master 
He had been to them! and what 
great love His disciples had for Jesus! 
While they were thus gazing after 
the Lord, two men in shining apparel 
appeared to them and said, “Ye men 
of Galilee, why stand ye gazing up 
into heaven? This same Jesus ... 
shall so come in like manner as ye 
have seen him go into heaven.” 

Then the disciples returned to Jeru- 
salem to obey the commands which 
Jesus had given. them. After prayer 
in the upper room, they cast lots to 
appoint a disciple in the place of 
Judas, who had betrayed the Lord. 
The lot fell to Matthias and he was 
numbered with the eleven. The dis- 
ciples, with some of the other be- 
lievers, stayed in the upper room and 
continued in prayer. 

“And when the day of Pentecost 
was fully come, they were all with 
one accord in one place. And sudden- 
ly there came a sound from heaven 
as of a mighty rushing wind, and it 
filled all the house where they were 
sitting. And there appeared unto 
them cloven tongues like as of fire, 
and it sat upon each of them. And

THE INITIAL TOUR OF MY 
DISTRICT

Early one morning, we left head- 
quarters with the car laden down with 
the sundry requisites for several days 
of camping—we were starting out on 
the preliminary tour of the churches 
over which I had been appointed dis- 
trict overseer. My father, as overseer 
of the Church of God in India, ac- 
companied me to orient me to the 
vigors of touring in rural areas. 

After traversing miles of unpaved 
roads redundant in holes and ruts, 
we came to the intersection of ‘bul- 
lock-cart’ highways. (This was a pair 
of parallel ruts which the ox carts 
had made across the fields, there 
being no regular road.) This ‘road,’ if 
it could be called such, wended its 
way through dry river beds, over 
banks and rock beds, interspersed 
with a few sand banks. The going is 
hard on an ox cart, so you can well 
imagine the contorticns through 
which the car had to go. However, 
after two miles of such torturous 
driving, we rolled up before a little 
white church at the outskirts of a 
village. I will not state the name, for 
you would not be the least bit en- 
lightened, even if you could pro- 
nounce it. 

Incidentally, the coming of our car 
through the village threw the popu- 
lace into a wild hysteria. One little 
boy, from his actions, indicated that 
he had never seen a car. He was sit- 
ting in the middle of the ‘road’(?) 
playing peacefully with his baby sis- 
ter. Upon hearing the car, he leaped 
up, startled, and fled headlong for 
home, dragging his little sister. His 
flight was prematurely brought to a 
sad end when he stumped his toe on 
a root and piled up on the ground, 
with his little sister on top of him. 

The members of the church soon 
gathered from the fields to see us, as 
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did the entire populace of the village, 
it seemed. For the entire duration of 
our stay, there was always a sizable 
audience thronging at the entrances 
and windows of the church building. 
Our ‘hotel’ was a corner of the church, 
where we put up our camp cots. A 
great déal of the food we ate was 
that which was brought by the mem- 
bers of the. church. We prayed that 
the Lord would sanctify this food, 
for we could well imagine the amount 
of cleanliness used in its preparation. 

On our last day in the village we 
visited homes. The village streets 
were strewn with all manner of filthi- 
ness, and in the ditches stood brack- 
ish, stagnant waste water. Seeing all 
the outward filth, we could well guess 
what the homes were like on the in- 
side. Our guess was not very wrong, 
as you will be able to see from the 
following description. 

The first sight to greet one’s eyes 
as one enters the front door, is the 
cattle stall—this is the entrance hall! 
Situated beside the cattle, is the 
kitchen. This arrangement is quite 
convenient for the flies, for they can 
take the choice of the meal that they 
desire without much inconvenience. 
One wondered sometimes while eat- 
ing in these homes, if the flies would 
get his food eaten before he would. 

From the roofs of the houses and 
ceilings, which were blackened with 
decades of soot, spiders had spun 
masses of webs. Now and then liz- 
ards peeked their ugly faces through 
the thatching. After visiting a few 
of these homes, I thought to myself, 
“How can the old saying ‘there is no 
place like home’ apply here?” 

. Our efforts to present Christ in the 
village were not in vain, praise the 
Lord, for on the last night we had 
a touching service in which seven 
hearts that were darkened by heathen 
night, broke forth into the glorious 
light of Christian life. After this serv- 





ice, the Lord’s Supper and feet wash- 
ing were conducted. It was quite an 
experience for me to wash feet that 
had trodden through filth, but the 
Lord gave me grace, and the blessing 
that I received was sweet. After the 
feet washing, we had to greet all the 
brethren with a holy kiss. This, also, 
was somewhat hard, when one would 
think of the lice-infested heads; but 
again God gave us grace, and the 
meeting closed with the shouts and 
praises to a Saviour who has re- 
deemed the WHOLE world. 

On this particular trip, we visited 
several other churches and had many 
interesting experiences at each place. 
I have not space to tell of all these, 
but I must say, that the fields are 
ripe already to harvest, and may God 
raise up many soul winners to reap 
this harvest, that we may come RE- 
JOICING, bringing in the sheaves. 


HAPPENINGS DURING AN ALL- 
NIGHT PRAYER MEETING 
IN HAITI 

We are giving a report that was 
brought to us by one of our district 
pastors, by the name of Robert Math- 
urin. He is the pastor of the Leogane 
District. This is one of our smallest 
districts, but one that appears very 
lively, due to the faithfulness of this 
pastor. 

“The 11th of July I went to a little 
community by the name of Larevoir, 
for an all-night prayer meeting. 
There was a large attendance and 
many sinners were present. About 
midnight, I put the following question 
to the congregation: ‘How many are 
there among you that still live in 
sin?’ There was a goodly number. 
Then I asked, ‘How many of you are 
baptized with the Holy Ghost?’ di- 
recting my attention to different 
ones. Finally, I asked, ‘How many 
are married?’ and a goodly number 
said that they were. I found four 
couples who had been saved, sancti- 
fied and baptized with the Holy 
Ghost and were not yet married. I 
told all of them that they must mar- 
ry, and all with one accord began to 
make excuses, saying they did not 
have the proper clothes and they 
were too poor to purchase any. 
I exhorted them that, according to 
the Bible, they were living in sin. 
The presence of God came upon all 
and, finally, these four couples de- 
cided they would get married. I 
said, ‘We will perform the ceremonies 
tonight.’ About one o’clock in the
